Tho great longth of the line 
defended, together with ‘the special

When "the tide of the Austrian inva- 
sion rolled back at'the end of June ‘its 
argin became fixed on the crest of the 
Pose ic, Bh Ghormous and Jerepules group 
of mountains, of which the Italians. re- 
aaincd ‘in possession of the highest peak, 
but all the northern summits and the, top 
of the whole central ridge called the 
Cosmagnon Alps remained to the enemy. 
It was from this ridge that they 
dominated the Vallarsa, and their first- 
Tine tronches ‘were on ‘its edgo. Fifteen 
yards below them. the Italiang had bur- 
rowed in somehow and had hung o2 until 


now. 
With the oncoming of winter, however, 
‘and. -the avalanches their. hangiag’' on 
became altogether too. problematic, For 
weeks the weather prevented action 
through some meteorological phenomenon, 
When it, ‘is fair below in the plain 
Pasubio is crowned with denso foga,. and 
‘“wice versed.

Tho following telegraphic dispatch, dated 
October 10th, giving o-summary of reeont 
operations, ‘has been issued by General 
Headquarters ity Franco: :

The summary of October 3rd- brought 
the account of the. operations’ on the 
Somme’ battlefield down to the last. day 
of September. By’ that day wo-had ad- 
vanced well beyond the crest of the main 
ridge which rung from Thiepyal to Saily- 
Seiilisd). 

From the line. held the: ground slopes 
gently to a shallow. valley which runs. 
north-westward. from near Sailly-Saillisel 
to about 2,000 yards south ‘of Bapaume, 
and then turns westward, and joins tho 
valley of the river Ancre at Miraumont: 

From tho main Thiepval-Morval ridge 
& series of long well-marked spurs run 
down to the valley described above. The 
most important of these, is the hammer: 
headed spur immediately west of Flers, 
at the western extremity of which stands 
the tumulus called the Butte de Warlen- 
court. - Lyingacress tho main trend.of the 
ground, another. well-marked spur runs 
from . Morval. north’ towards Thilloy, 
passing 1,000 yards east of Gueudecourt. 

Behind: this spur lies the German 
fourth position, to get within assaulting 
distaneo of which it was hecessary to 
carry Lo Sarg and’ these two spurs. 
Theso wore held as intermediate positions 
by the enemy, every advantage being 
taken of. sunken roads, buildings, and 
the undulating naturo of the country. 


THE. STRUGGLE AT LAUCOURT. 


On September 20th we carried Destre- 
‘mont Farm, 300 yards south-west of Lo 
Sars and just north. of the ' Albert- 
Bapaume Road. On the afternoon of 
October Ist we advanced our line on a 
front of (3,000 yards, ocenpying | the 
buildings of Eaucourt Abbaye, 1,400 
yards to thesouth-onst of Lo Sars, Tha 
strugglo in this neighbourhood continued 
with great severity during the night, and 
early in the morning of October 2nd -the 
enemy had regained a ‘footing in: the 
pleco, During the whole of the next 
day and night tho battle fluctuated, but 
by ‘the following. morning . we’ had: 
succeeded in’ finally clearing the build- 
ings of the enemy. : 

On October 6th.we won the Mill north- 
west. of Eaucourt VAbbaye. On the 
afternoon of October 7th, in conjunction 
with the French on our right, wo attacked 
on o wide front between the Albert- 
Bapaume road and Lesbeufs. We drove 
the enemy from Le Sara, carrying posi- 
tions also to the east and wegt of ‘that 
village after govere fighting. 
Gueudecourt and Lesborufs we forcod our 
way forward from 600 ta 1,000 yards, The 
period since that date his been ia a 
in winning - ground between Lo Sars 
and Lesboufs up the slopes of the low 
ridges’ already mentioned. In the aren 
between Thicpval and Le Sara we have 
made. steady ‘progress, and have grada- 
ally won a series of strong positions. 


, The fighting. has been heavy ond ‘pro- 
longed, the enemy has resisted stubborn: | 
ly until surrounded in one place after 
another, and large numbers of ‘prisoners 
have fallen intu our hands, During 
this period we have had to repel repent- 
ed. counter-attacks. . Gonorally . these 


Were atopped by our artillery. and {- 


machine-gun fire, but when they. did 
succeed in forcing o way through the 
barrage and reaching our. lines they 
were thrown back by our infantry riffe 
fire with heavy losses. On only one or 
two occasions did‘they manage to regain 
& footing in o trench,- and. then they 
were promptly driven out again with the 
bayonet. oo 


Outside the Somme battlefield our 
troops have shown great activity. in 
trench raids. Between, Ypres and Loos 
over 60 raids have been carried. out, in 
which_-we have seeured—many prisoners 
and inflisted heavy casualtics, ” 


The captured during the fortnight 
bring the total prisonors in the Somme 
‘battle since the beginning of July to 
28,918, and in tae.action of October. 7th 
one division alone, which had previously 
had many dayg of hard fighting, took 
eight vfficers and 474 cthor ranks.” 


AIRCRAPT AND ARTILLERY. wonx, 


The: weather during the course of the 
operations réviewed ‘as been. consistontly 
unfavourable for aircraft, Heavy rains 
and strong south-westorly winds  hayo 
lowered the visibility and ‘have rendered 
ifficult. Yet, in spite 
of such adverso conditions, our machines 
have made many valuable reconnaissances 
and have repeatedly attacked with success 
enemy lincs of communicationg, ‘ammu-
